1 . Pre-amendment filed on November 1 8, 2003 have been entered. 

2. Claim 83 has been canceled. 

3. Claims 84-100 have been added. 

4. Claims 1-82, 84-100 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

I. Claims 1-18, 34-44, 78-82, 84 -100 draw to an apparatus of a CAM. 

II. Claims 73-77 draw to an apparatus of a CAM different from group I. 
II. Claims 19-33,45-62 draw to a method of using of a CAM. 

5. Inventions Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP §
